learned a lesson 
at great expense. 
In one place an ordinance was adopt­ 
ed setting the speed limit at

miles an 
hour.

speeders. 
Many were caught, as it

to drive 
so 
slowly. 
In short order every filling 
station on the route began 
warning 
tourists to beware of the 
town and 
no speed 
records 
were shattered. 
Neither did any motorists stop to buy 
anything and 
it will take 
several 
years Ot remove the bad name 
the 
town got. 
Another town had very bad streets. 
Every time it rained several citizens 
had their teams of horses ready to 
pull motorists from one end of 
the 
paved highway to the other and the 
charge was heavy. The streets of the 
town were terrible and it wasn t long 
until every oil station was cautioning 
motorists against the town. Tourists 
never stop 
there 
and 
neighboring 
towns i^re reaping a harvest. 
A t» wn on a hard surfaced state 
highway that permits its streets to 
be the one blight on a route certain­ 
ly makes a mistake. 
It doesn’t cost 
much to keep dirt streets, or gravel­ 
ed streets smooth, and the town that 
fails to pay attention to auto tourists 
will wake up when it is too late. 
There may he towns in Southeast 
Missouri, that 
are overlooking their 
streets but The Missourian is ' not 
sure of it.

HAMBURG SETTLEMENT 


1 his is the second article on

early history of New Hamburg, the

The great event of the New Ham­ 
burg community was the building of 
St. Lawrence’s 
Church, commented
